ACTIONS: 


1. PCI requested PP/I to consider the advisability of providing ^ 

that signature of a responsible Agency official is affixed to most CIA ^ ° 
studies and projects. PCI said he himself intends from now on to have 

his signature appear on the first page of all forthcoming NIE's and 
SNIE's. 

2. PCI wants to be advised of what we know about fuels employed 

by SS-9 and SS-11. (PP/S&T -- 12 November) y> n vO 

3. PCI noted that he had signed today a memorandum to all Peputy 
Pirectors and Heads of Independent Offices reminding them of the 
Agency's primary purpose of collecting and evaluating intelligence. He 
pointed out that funding for political action projects, when such projects 
are carried out on a large scale, must be provided from other sources 

in the U. S. Government. In general PCI's guidance was that this Agency 25X1 
will fund only what is necessary for intelligence purposes.
